FLASH AND FLAMES 


The fire occurred in the cutlery wotks in 
Andrew street, near the centre of the city, 
owned by ths Wentworth Plate Company.

Before taking ahy decisive move in the 
Italo-Abyssinian dispute French Ministers 
are expected to give earnest study to the 
sritish Government’s reply to the French 
query as to whether Britain would also 
uphold the Covenant in the event of 
threats to peace in Central and Eastern 
Europe. 

Reports from London that the reply is 
imminent are not confirmed in official 
quarters here, but it is probable that it 
will be transmitted through the French 
Embassy in London rather than direct to 
the Quai d’Orsay. 

A Havas dispatch from Rome says Italy, 
even if sanctions are applied, will con- 
tinue to carry out the colonial action she 
has in view without taking any step which 
could trouble peace in Europe. 


ITALIAN PURCHASES

It is reported that the Italian Govern- 
ment have made large purchases of tinned 
foods, lemons and vetch in Spain. Tenta- 
tive offers were also made for coal, some 
400.000 tons of which lie at pitheads in 
Asturias, but owing to difficulties about 
payment—war material. appears to have 
been offered in exchange—the deal has 
fallen through. 

The Times Constantinople Correspondent 
reports that during the first fortnight in 
September 24,095 tons of Russian coal and 
16,606 tons of Turkish coal were shipped 
to Italy. In the same period 24,423 cubic 
metres of timber for Italy and 8,348 tons 
of wheat for Massawa were shipped from 
Russian Black Sea ports.

Rates to and from 
England and European ports are increased 
to 24 cents, compared with approximately 
14 cents previously. The rates quoted are 
only on immediate shipments, and no 
rates are quoted for Italian ships.

It is well known that one of the prin- 
cipal reasons for French hesitation hitherto 
has been the fear that Germany might 
profit by: the re-distribution of French 
forces, which a worsening of Franco-Italian 
relations would make necessary, to create 
a diversion directed against France. 

There were reports this afternoon that 
the British Government, as the result of 
a direct understanding with Berlin, had 
been able to give the French Government 
satisfactory assurances on this point, and 
that these had contributed to the final 
acceptance of the British point of view by 
M. Laval. These ei however, found 
no countenance in official circles, where it 
was stated that Germany had not been 
mentioned at all in the conversations 
between Mr. Eden and M. Laval. It does 
not follow, of course, that such an assur- 
ance has not been received through other 
channels. 

M. Laval has undertaken to make a final 


appeal to Signor Mussolini on behalf of 
ithe French Government to accept the 


Geneva proposals as a basis of discussion, 
and so :o stave off the danger of war. In 
doing so M. Laval will, no doubt, invoke 
the recent Franco-Italian rapprochement 
and the unity achieved at Stresa, with all 
that they mean. He will also provide 
Signor Mussolini with a possible excuse for 
modifying the uncompromising attitude he 
has shown hitherto, while taking credit for 
a gesture of conciliation. The greater 
part of M. Laval’s conversation with Mr.

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FRENCH WINE TRANSPORT 
STRIKE

PARIS, Friday. 


A nation-wide strike of dockers para- 
lysed shipping throughout France to-day. 
A 24-hour strike had been called by Com- 
munists to protees against the use of 
tankers for the transport of wine follow- 
ing the introduction of this system on the 
Algiers-Rouen route. The principal ports 
affected were Havre, Rouen, Bordeaux, 
Marseilles and Montpelier. 

At Dunkirk the dockers failed to 
respond to the strike call, and at Mar- 
seilles only a few hundred stopped work. 

At Havre, the scene of the recent serious 
strike disorders, a thousand dockers, after 
holding a meeting of protest, marched 
through the streets to the Town Hall, 
where the Mayor received a delegation to 
hear their complaints.

Sefior Manuel Quezon, President-elect 
of the Philippines, states that he is cona 
sidering asking the United States for pers 
mission to apply for membership of the 
League of Nations, “if it doesn’t crack 
up. now.”’ 

Senior Quezon, President of the Philipa 
pine Senate, was on Tuesday elected first 
President of the new Philippine Cammona 
wealth autonomous Government, which 
comes into being on November 15th. At 
the same time the present Governora 
General, Mr. Frank Murphy, will become 
the first U.S. High Commissioner. 

Under the Independence Act the Philips 
pine Islands becomes a completely indea 
pendent Republic on July, 1945. 

Seeing that the United States has so far 
remained outside the League the entry of 
the Philippines, hitherto United States 
territory and still to be closely bound to 
that country, would create a piquant 
situation.
